kids were advised to "bring your own frog/' Other fa- 
vorites included a pie eating contest for those who didn't 
mind getting a Httle messy, a bake off, tractor pulls and a 
tiki hut contest that fit in with the fair's theme, "Set Sail to 
the Islands." Fair-goers who liked a more leisurely pace 
to their afternoon wandered the fairgrounds perusing 
the antique car, tractor and military hardware shows or 
browsing among the many merchant tents that lined the 
midway. Saturday night concluded with an old-fashioned 
pig roast followed by a block party dance and the night's 
most spectacular highlight, the bonfire. 

This was by no means an average bonfire. Work 
for the conflagration began several days before the begin- 
ning of the fair and continued throughout the day on 
Saturday as workmen piled stack after stack of wooden 
pallets one atop the next until they had erected a large 
tower that reached several stories into the sky.

• The board needs to sign an amended Admin- 
istrative Consent order with the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) so as to accept additional fill 
needed to cap the Benson Brook Landfill. Mr. Dawson 
noted the town would be paid about $2 per ton for each 
additional ton brought in and they look to receive be- 
tween $50,000 and $60,000 in revenue for the additional 
fill. The board unanimously approved the amended 
order. 

• The board needed to approve a temporary 
easement on Benson Brook Road for water/ sewer work 
being done at the location. A full easement requires a vote 
of Town Meeting, but Mr. Dawson advised the board can 
approve a temporary easement until the next Town Meet- 
ing.

At 7:30 pm Selectmen Chairman Roger Blanchette 
convened a Public Hearing in the Marion Music Hall to 
discuss the so-called Village Loop Water Main Installation 
Project. 

"This is a public hearing we're having to discuss 
the Village Loop Project/' Chairman Blanchette said. 
"We're basically going to turn the meeting over to Tata and 
Howard as our engineers." 

With that, Patrick O'Neal of Tata and Howard pre- 
sented an overview of the project which consists of install- 
ing about 9,300 linear feet of 12-inch diameter and 3,000 
linear feet of 8-inch diameter water mains, water services 
and associated valves, fittings and hydrants within the 
central village area of Marion. 

The project will encompass the area from Front 
Street from Route 6 (Wareham Street) to Main Street; Ry- 
ders Lane from the intersection of Mill Street (Route 6) to 
Front Street; Spring Street from the intersection of Cottage 
Street to Main Street; Main Street from the intersection of 
Mill Road (Route 6) to Front Street; Hiller Street from the 
intersection of Front Street to Main Street; and South Street 
from the intersection of Pleasant Street to Water Street. 

"We'll only be working on one street at a time," 
Mr. O'Neal said, "but you can expect travel delays. The 
streets (we'll be working on) will be down to one lane." 

Mr. O'Neal went on to explain that the contractor's 
hours will be from 7:00 am to 3:30 pm each day, Monday 
through Friday, and every effort will be made to limit the 
inconvenience to residents during construction. 

With the contract now awarded, work is slated to 
begin sometime in September and will likely last through 
the fall of 2008. 

The proposed construction sequence will be as fol- 
lows: 

• Route 6 (intersections of Front Street, Ryder Lane 
and Main Street); 

• Ryder Lane; 

• South Street; 

• Hiller Street; 

• Main Street; 

• Spring Street (during school break in February or 
April 2008);

When residents asked about the size of the trench- 
es being dug in the village area and how it might affect 
both pedestrian and vehicular traffic, Mr. Zora said they 
have worked to ensure that minimal disruption to resi- 
dents will take place during the project. When work is not 
being done, all open trenches will be covered with tempo- 
rary patch or pavement so that they can be used during 
nights and weekends. 

Mr. Zora also advised that once this water main 
project is complete, the Marion DPW is planning to begin a 
patch and repair project on the sewer line within the same 
area shortly thereafter. This work will likely begin in about 
a year and the roads will only be temporarily resurfaced in 
anticipation of this follow-up project. 

Other residents had questions about parking and 
traffic issues and Mr. O'Neal assured them his firm will 
be in contact with them just before the contractor begins 
working and individual homeowners will be notified door- 
to-door as work progresses through the village area. 

"As for the fire flow, Fve been on the Fire Depart- 
ment for 35 years and we've always had inadequate fire 
flow," Selectman Henry added. "It was deemed that the 
center of town should be a priority because the fire risk is 
greater in the village because of the density of the build- 
ings."

At 7:02 pm the board met with members of the 
Pina family to discuss a house they are building on Old 
Tuck Bog Road. 

According to Robert Pina, he started building a 
house a little over 18 months ago and worked closely with 
former Building Inspector Robert Francis to ensure all the 
permits and plans were in place. Upon completing initial 
construction, Mr. Pina said everything had been "signed 
off on.'' 

"We had an inspection done by (new) Building 
Inspector Richard Leibowitz (in July) and he had some is- 
sues we needed to correct," Mr. Pina said. "When he came 
back (for a followup inspection), he said there might be 
a problem with the height of the building. After making 
changes (he suggested) ... he told me it might be an illegal 
structure because of the walk-out basement (and) the 
attic. These plans were approved by Mr. Francis. I don't 
understand what the issue is." 

"The plans that were originally approved by Bob 
Francis did not comply to what was built," Mr. LaCam- 
era clarified. "If you look at the original plans, there was 
a dormer put over the garage and another room that 
wasn't in the original plans. There were no plans for the 
basement and it has been studded and finished. As far as 
the attic is concerned, there was no plumbing or heating 
in the original plans. There was no skylight in the attic, 
which was added. So all of those things were added. The

current Building Inspector went out to do an inspection 
and he brought to your attention all of these issues that 
didn't comply. According to Bob Francis' original notes, 
he also advised you to bring in amended plans ... before 
you went any further." 

Mr. Pina argued that he removed the piping in 
the attic intended for heating and he has no plans to use 
either the attic or the basement as living space. 

"There is significant difference between the origi- 
nal plan and the revised plan/' Mr. LaCamera said. "Now 
the problem is since you put in heat and insulated the 
attic, it is considered living space. And the state does not 
allow a four-story house to be occupied. So he cannot give 
you an occupancy permit the way it is now." 

"Both the state building code and Rochester 
building code have specific definitions for what is consid- 
ered 'habitable space,'" added Town Counsel Blair Bailey, 
who was present for the meeting. "To make that habitable 
space, the only thing missing was sheetrock." 

"We can't do the Building Inspector's job," Chair- 
man Morse said. "What I suggest is you have a meeting 
with him and Town Counsel to see what can be done to 
get an occupancy permit." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera said the Police Department has begun an ac- 
creditation process which starts with the updating of the 
department's rules and regulations with the board's bless- 
ing. The board unanimously approved this request. 

Mr. LaCamera also advised they just received the 
latest quarterly payment from Comcast in the amount of 
$16,283. 

Mr. LaCamera next noted they need to set a date 
for the fall Special Town Meeting — probably sometime 
in mid-October. The board agreed to schedule it at their 
next regular meeting, with a tentative date of October 13. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from the Massachusetts Municipal As- 
sociation (MMA) regarding group insurance options. The 
board asked Mr. LaCamera to review the offerings as they 
would need to make a decision soon regarding the town's 
insurance carrier.

said. "Fm half a mile away from the place, so I don't see 
any conflict in my continuing to attend meetings. This is a 
regional planning issue ... I see my role as helping to bring 
this service to the town. I want to make it clear that the 
other interpretation would prohibit us from making deci- 
sions on many things.'' 

"Again, I feel that with your property being

The Waterman School was located on Hartley 
Road where one of the old Waterman School buildings 
now serves as the current Rochester Fire Station at 59 
Hartley Road near the Rochester Memorial School. 

In 1859 there were eleven separate school districts 
in Rochester, each hiring their own teachers, examining 
pupils at the close of a term, paying bills, making repairs

and providing supplies. A School Committee was estab- 
lished by 1868 and by 1869 the town report indie ates the 
district system was abolished and the School Committee 
took charge of the schoolhouses as well as employment of 
teachers. 

The Waterman School was built in 1883 to accom- 
modate the growth in two of these districts, the Cushman 
and Davis School Districts. Old records state that the 
school was "on a conspicuous and beautiful situation near 
the residence of the late George Waterman (1805-1883) for 
$1,342.91. The lot was purchased from Calvin H. Randall 
for $60." 

In 1885 the Waterman School children gave an 
entertainment earning $7.55 and with the $2 the schol- 
ars and teachers earned by cleaning the building, they 
purchased a clock, map and pictures. An organ and a bell 
were secured by contributions of interested people. 

A one-room addition costing $2,282.12 was built 
on to the Waterman School in 1907. 

This district continued to expand and in 1932 the 
North Rochester Schoolhouse was moved to the Water- 
man location, renovated and enlarged on the easterly end 
with other minor repairs for $1,658.14. The Stuart School 
building was moved and joined to the North Rochester 
School building for $3,295. Neither of the Waterman 
buildings had toilet facilities, but a large outhouse with 
separate accommodations for the girls and boys stood on 
the property and was used until 1954.

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A Boys' Life

Superbad, Starring Jonah Hill and Michael Cera. Directed by 
Greg MottoUa. Running time: 114 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

What does it say about this era of lowered expectations that a comedy 
managing to be consistently amusing and occasionally insightful is lionized 
by the press as if it were the second coming of Preston Sturges? Superbad, 
the latest Internet darling from the factory of anointed-god-of-comedy 
producer Judd Apatow {The 40-Year-Old Virgin, Knocked Up), gets most 
of its charge out of its two leads, Jonah Hill and Michael Cera. Hill is a 
mini-Seth Rogen, which makes sense, since the loudmouthed, strenuously 
horny kid he's playing (named Seth) is an analogue for co-screenwriter 
Rogen. The sweetly nervous Cera, meanwhile, is playing Evan, a quieter, 
smarter type, though no less awkward in the presence of girls. The other 
screenwriter is Evan Goldberg; he and Rogen started writing the script 
when they were thirteen. For a long while, Superbad feels — in a good 
way — like the product of sex-soaked thirteen-year-old minds. 

High school is running out its clock, and our young heroes are 
desperate to get some action before leaving for college. (They won't be 
heading off together — Evan got accepted to Dartmouth, Seth didn't.) 
Seth figures the only way he's going to get lucky is by getting a girl 
drunk, and when a crush of his (Emma Stone) invites him to her grad 
party, he agrees to bring the liquor. To do that, Seth and Evan need the 
help of geeky associate Fogell (Christopher Mintz-Plasse, who steals the 
movie), who gets himself a fake ID that renames him, inexplicably and 
hilariously, McLovin (no first name). The boys run into their share of 
obstacles, naturally, including a pair of goofball cops (Bill Hader and 
Rogen himself) and a bizarre adult party with the most memorable use 
of menstrual terror since Carrie. 

For all its R-rated talk about porn and genitalia, Superbad is part of 
an honorable ah-when-we-were-young tradition encompassing Richard 
Linklater's Dazed and Confused, George Lucas' American Graffiti, Rob 
Reiner's Stand by Me, and the granddaddy of them all, Fellini's I Vitelloni 
(1953). In all of these, the comedy lies in slacker boys at the crossroads 
between goofing off and moving on into adulthood. A sort of melancholic 
nostalgia blankets these films — adjust the age a bit and all of them could 
end with Stand by Me's epigram, 'T never had any friends later on like the 
ones I had when I was twelve. Jesus, does anyone?" The exception to this 




sort of looking-back-fondly subgenre was Animal House, which couldn't 
have cared less about redemption via maturity or lessons learned. 

Judd Apatow wants us to know that such redemption — signified 
by pairing up with a Good Woman and ultimately having kids — is 
possible for anyone, whether man-children like Steve Carell in Virgin 
and Rogen in Knocked Up or actual teens like Seth and Evan. The last half 
hour of Superbad becomes a bit soggy with retrospective wisdom. The two 
boys confess their love for each other — totally hetero and platonic, of 
course, just like the Spartans in 300 — and the girls they're interested in 
take their hands and pull them off in separate directions. End of movie, 
though perhaps Seth and Evan will collaborate on a screenplay later on. 
Like Apatow's other hits, Superbad indulges in dialogue that would em- 
barrass Larry Flynt and situations that would mortify Tom Green, then 
turns around and reassures us it's all okay because the characters Grow 
and Learn Something. Did Bluto grow? Did Bill Murray learn anything 
in Stripes or Meatballs! 

On the basis of Apatow's output, it would appear that he sees male 
bonding as raffishly funny and profane but sometning that must be left 
behind for male-female relationships. What isn't clear is what the males 
and females see in each other, especially in Superbad, in which the idea 
of Emma Stone pairing off with Jonah Hill is — with apologies to Jonah 
Hill — even more unlikely than Seth Rogen settling down with Katherine 
Heigl. Of the three Apatow hits, I prefer Superbad, which gains in the writ- 
ing department from Seth Rogen's robust raunch and, I presume, Evan 
Goldberg's attention to weird details and social disasters. At its best it's 
naggingfy and obscenely funny, but its ''heart" fails to convince. Maybe 
the thirteen-year-olds' screenplay should' ve been filmed as it was.

There's been something of a brouhaha going on 
within the walls of the Rochester Town Hall over 
a subject that remains very much — at least in my 
humble opinion — a long-promised "pie in the sky" 
pipe dream. 

For years we've been hearing about the often-dis- 
cussed but yet-to-be-realized extension of the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Transportation Authority's (MBTA) 
commuter rail line into southeastern Massachusetts. 
And while local politicians have taunted us with the 
vision of a pair of gleaming tracks trailing off into the 
distance towards Boston, I still think the only train we'll 
ever see around here is the one hauling trash from Cape 
Cod to SEMASS. 

That being said, I'm not sure why Rochester Se- 
lectman Richard Nunes has taken umbrage with his 
fellow board members. Selectman Dan McGaffey and 
Selectman Brad Morse, and their "potential conflict of 
interest" in attending meetings about and ultimately 
voting on the latest MBTA proposal to site a stop along 
that all-important mystery train route smack dab on 
County Road in Rochester. 

Granted, both Selectman McGaffey and Selectman 
Morse have property located within some proximity 
to the proposed site, but unless they plan on setting up 
their folding chairs and waving a sign saying "All-Day 
Parking $10" to the passing vehicles, I can't see how 
they'll personally be gaining anything from either sup- 
porting or opposing the plan. 

To his credit. Selectman McGaffey made a point of 
responding to the comments Selectman Nunes made 
during their August 6 meeting this past week since he 
wasn't present to defend the allegations at the time. 

Citing from Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 
268A, Section 6A, Mr. McGaffey read: 

Any public official, as defined by section 1 of chapter 
two hundred and sixty-eight B, who in the discharge 



of his official duties would be required knowingly to 
take an action which would substantially affect such 
offciaVs financial interests, unless the effect on such 
an official is no greater than the effect on the general 
public, shall file a written description of the required 
action and the potential conflict of interest with the 
state ethics commission established by said chapter 
two hundred and sixty-eight B. 

Putting emphasis on the fact that such a project 
would benefit the overall community to a far greater 
extent than any "potential" benefit he might gain. Se- 
lectman McGaffey clearly felt Selectman Nunes' fears 
were unfounded. 

"I'm half a mile away from the place, so I don't 
see any conflict in my continuing to attend meetings," 
Selectman McGaffey said during the meeting. "This is 
a regional planning issue ... I see my role as helping to 
bring this service to the town. I want to make it clear 
that the other interpretation would prohibit us from 
making decisions on many things." 

Oddly enough. Selectman McGaffey went on to 
say that given the current plan on the table, he would 
be inclined to not support it since the town would lose 
the tax benefits on the property as it would likely be 
owned by the MBTA outright. 

I think Rochester town officials have enough on 
their plates to deal with locally without having to ad- 
dress something that, to this day, remains mere lip 
service sputtered by newly-elected governors out to 
win friends and future votes. I've been listening to the 
same mantra for going on 15 years now. 

And while I don't fault Selectman Nunes for rais- 
ing the issue, I really think it remains a non-issue until 
something more tangible and real is in the works. 

Sort of like that whole lick and a promise concept of 
a fully-functioning commuter rail service line running 
from Boston to southeastern Massachusetts.

to Pennsylvania where he and a partner started a small 
petroleum refinery. Eventually Rogers became a part of 
John D. Rockefeller's vast Standard Oil Company, assum- 
ing a top leadership role.
